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Demand for Bridport 
school places grows

A QUARTER of a million 
pound temporary class¬ 
room has been built as de¬ 
mand for school places 
outstripped availability in 
Bridport. 

The purpose built struc¬ 
ture was opened for the 
current academic year at St 
Catherine’s school to cope 
with increased demand for 
school places in the Brid¬ 
port area. 

The building was paid 


for by Dorset County 
Council (DCC) out of a 
special budget. 

But the new £249,000 
classroom may have to be 
ripped down in 2017 be¬ 
cause it only has planning 
permission for five years. 

St Catherine’s school has 


bers in the past two years 
and now accommodates 
157 children. 

The school on Pymore 
Road was chosen to take 
10 of the 15 additional 
pupils needing places in 
the area’s schools this 
term. 


The other five have been 
placed in village schools in 
a bid to keep numbers high 
and stave off closure of the 
educational facilities. 

A meeting between the 
town’s headteachers de¬ 
cided the temporary build¬ 
ing was the best way of 
coping with increased 
pupils numbers, said St 
Catherine’s headteacher 
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JANE DUGGLEBY ran a business distributing fine 
art around the world before leaving Ealing and 
the London art-world to move into a rambling 
farmhouse in East Chinnock, Somerset, in 1992, 
where she lives to this day with husband, cat and 
families of mice. 

She has also had spells in Gloucestershire, 
Worcester, Bristol and Paris. Now a healer, Jane is 
launching an eight month course in Transforma¬ 
tional Bodywork at Bridport's Chapel in the Gar¬ 
den. 


■ WHAT did you do in the art world? 

In London I was a distributor for artisans/artists who 
were unable to sell their own goods. When you've 
made something yourself either you think it's not good 
enough to sell, or else it's just perfection itself and you 
keep it, or want too much money for it. So, being a sales 
person, unemotionally involved with the products, I 
could sell them easily. 

I insisted on quality throughout for which my company 
was known. I exhibited at Top Drawer and the NEC for 
five years, and from this I gained orders from the USA, 
France, and Japan. I also sold to Harrods, Liberty, Harvey 
Nichols and other top outlets. 

■ WHAT made you leave it all behind? 

Everything happened at once, my husband retired, the 
recession meant that cheap goods were brought in 
from abroad, and the expensive, hand-made ones that 
I had were not in such demand. We sold the London 
house, and moved to the country. 

■ WHAT is Transformational Bodywork? 

It integrates chakras and auras, attunes to Masters and 
Archangels in higher realms, anchors multi-dimensional 
energies. It clears blockages in this life and past. Being 
an experienced healer I was amazed at how much, in 
greater detail, I learned from this course. 

It is headed up by Archangel Sandalphon, who is al¬ 
ways there to help and assist us during the sessions, and 
thereinafter. 

■ WHO can benefit? 

Everyone who would like a healthier life. Anyone who 
seeks further understanding, forgiveness of others and 
self, happiness and love. It provides a real feel-good and 
goodwill factor, when you begin to feel easier within 
your own skin. Without really being aware one starts to 
become non-judgmental, and this certainly helps rela¬ 
tionships with families, friends, business, etc. 

All of a sudden the sun seems to shine more brightly 
(yes, even this summer), the birds sing more merrily, the 
sound of children's laughter in the playgrounds is 



brighter. Do you remember the song "I can see clearly 
now, the rain is gone" by Johnny Nash? 

■ HOW did you first get involved with healing? 

My mother was spiritual, and clearly I inherited it from 
her (like my bunions I'm reliably told!) I had a privi¬ 
leged but extremely difficult upbringing, however, all 
the problems that surrounded me merely served as 
stepping stones to the life I now enjoy. 
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The healing modalities I've been taught just seemed 
to slot into place exactly at the right time totally without 
any effort on my part and each course arrived as it 
should in the sequence of things. But then, I've been 
believing in miracles for quite some while, and emphat¬ 
ically am aware that at least one happens for me each 
day (even though I might not understand it as such 
right at the time.) 

I also live in the now, which has truly helped me to 
make my busy life easier. 

■ HOW important is the Chapel in the Garden to the 
Bridport community? 

It's spreading its horizon and helping more and more 
people. There is a young group of people enthusiasti¬ 
cally brightening it up, without changing the existing 
format of the Old Unitarian Chapel. 

The White Room, right at the back is large and light, 
and this is where the Transformational Bodywork course 
will take place. Also it's where I indulge in a Shamanic 
Munay Ki workshop. There are sessions of meditation, 
healing, and toddlers'groups, and other events taking 
place. 

I sometimes wonder if the Bridport community is 
aware that so much goes on at the back of the Chapel, 
once past the pews. 

■ A RECENT study showed that stress is the most 
common reason clients seek therapy. Do we live in 
stressful times? 

Yes, too many of us do, but there are many therapists 
and healers who not only have been trained to help, but 
are also very eager to ease the stress, unease, angst and 
malaise of their client. 

■ WHAT items do you always carry with you? 

Crystals around my neck, on my fingers and in my hand¬ 
bag.

New classroom to cope with demand for school places

Frances Guppy 
She said: “Dorset County 
Council came to the Brid- 
port heads last October be¬ 
cause there was a need for 
additional places. 

“There was a lot of pres¬ 
sure on places in Bridport 
and the trend forecast it 
was going to increase so 
they came to us as heads 
saying places were needed 
and that’s how this came 
about. 

“We were a 20 pupil 
entry school but in becom¬ 
ing a 30 entry school we 
can run single age classes 
in the school, which we 
began last year in terms of 
teaching. 

“And if you think about 
accommodating pupils it’s 


better to fund classes of 30 
than part classes of split 
age groups so that’s why, 
as heads, we decided to do 
this. It’s got to be better 
for the town.” 

She added: “There was 
a need for 15 additional 
places in the area so we’ve 
got 10 of them here at St 
Catherine’s and the other 
five pupils are placed 
within the village schools. 

“We did that so village 
schools don’t lose their 
numbers because a bigger 
school somewhere has ac¬ 
cepted their students.” 

A DCC spokeswoman 
said: “The new building is 
to accommodate the rise in 
pupil numbers in the Brid¬ 
port area and is not part of 
a bigger scheme. The

council paid for it from a 
special budget for these 
sorts of buildings.” 

The classroom - built in 
the grounds of the school - 
contains two rooms, each 
able to accommodate 30 
pupils at a time. 

The building was blessed 
by Father Richard Meyer 
before pupils Lettice 
Busby, Rosa Grew- 
McEvoy and Poppy Grier 
cut a ribbon officially 
opening the educational 
space on September 6th. 

Father Richard, priest of 
Bridport parish, said:

“I’ve blessed allsorts of 
things: houses and pictures 
and motor cars and hockey 
pitches and bow I’ve 
blessed class rooms, so 
that’s wonderful.”

Don't get left behind! 

County council web site to g ive parents real 
time updates on school bus route problems 


A WEB page has been launched to 
keep parents up to date with whether 
their child’s school bus has been de¬ 
layed. 

The online service went live on 
Monday and will feature up-to-the- 
minute information if there is a prob¬ 
lem with any school bus route. 

The page is part of a number of im¬ 
provements Dorset County Council 
has made to school transport ready 
for the start of term this week follow¬ 
ing last year’s problems. 

Last autumn’s start of term saw the 
school transport system descend into 
chaos when the council raised the 
cost of a concessionary ticket from 
£250 to £400 and changed operators 
to Damory Coaches. 

The changes saw children left at 
the side of the road when vehicles 
failed to turn up and virtually empty 
school buses run while public trans¬ 
port struggled to cope with the influx 
of pupils. 

More than 7,000 children will be 
travelling to school by bus, with the 
majority - around 5,500 - using 
school buses provided by the county 
council. A total of 169 different 
routes will be in operation; 145 of 
which will be run by contractors 
Damory Coaches of Blandford. 

Peter Finney, the council’s cabinet 
member for highways and transport, 
said lessons had been learnt from last 
year’s problems. 


He said: “We take our role in get¬ 
ting children to school very seri¬ 
ously, and we have learned lessons 
from the problems we encountered 
last year. 

“New procedures are in place to 
improve the way we work with 
Damory and other contractors, and 
make sure everything runs as 
smoothly as possible. 

“As part of our improvements to 
customer service, if any buses are de¬ 
layed, parents can check the new 
web page. 

“We will update it as soon as any 
problems are reported to us. If a bus 
is late, people can check it to find out 
when the bus or a replacement vehi¬ 
cle is due to arrive.”

Steve Hamilton, Engineering Di¬ 
rector of Damory Coaches, said: “We 
have been working extremely closely 
with Dorset County Council this year 
to make sure everything is in place 
for the start of term. 

“With such a large number of 
routes, there are occasional problems 
but we are confident that we have 
good systems in place to keep any 
problems to a minimum.”

BRIDPORT's very own 
radio station takes its final 
steps to becoming reality 
this week as the broadcast 
equipment is put in place. 

The studio cabin was de¬ 
livered to the Bridport Arts 
Centre (BAC) forecourt on 
Monday and the broad¬ 
cast aerial is to be 
mounted on the roof of 
the town hall this week. 

The town hall was cho¬ 
sen to mount the trans¬ 
mission aerial as the BAC 
building did not have a 
high enough roof. 

Both the aerial and the 
studio cabin will remain in 
place for the seven-day 
duration of the broadcast. 

The BAC project to 
broadcast a week of pro¬ 
gramming on FM radio 
has been in a year in the 
making. It will be available 


on the 87.7FM frequency 
within a two-mile radius of 
the town, as well as via the 
internet. 

Station manager Kate 
Wilson was excited the 
project is finally coming to 
fruition. 


She said: "I have a very 
exciting schedule of pro¬ 
grammes made by people 
from the Bridport area. 

"I'm really excited the 
broadcasting is going 
ahead and can't wait for it 
all to come together."

Members of the Dorset Wildlife 
Trust joined the walk adding their 
knowledge of the presence of otters 
further upstream, and other walkers 
spoke of how the river’s path 
through Bridport had changed over 
the years. 

A discussion on the importance of 
keeping fields that are part of the 
Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty 
free from development for future 
generations was held among the 
walkers. 


Chris Savory, chairman of The 
King Charles Estate Resident Asso¬ 
ciation was delighted so many peo¬ 
ple turned out. 

He said: “These green spaces are 
the lungs of a town like Bridport and 
the River Asker is a hidden gem.

Tending the orchard the traditional way 


VOLUNTEERS took traditional tools in hand to clean 
up Bridport’s Community Orchard. 

About 20 volunteers kept wooden rakes and full-length 
scythes in full swing to keep the orchard behind St 
Mary’s Church in tip-top shape. 

Chair of the community orchard Jill Lloyd explained 
why this month’s work was so important. 

She said: “We are trying to control the grass at the mo¬ 
ment. Scything the grass cuts it back, but we also sow 
yellow rattle to help keep the grass in check. 

“The yellow rattle will grow and by next year it will be 
preying on the roots of the grass and weaken it. That will 
give more wildflowers the chance to grow.” 

Dorset Wildlife Trust’s Nick Gray was on hand to over¬ 
see the sowing. 

He said: “Suppressing aggressive grasses like York¬ 
shire Fog and Coxfoot is a good idea in order to create 
space for wild flowers like Ox-Eye Daisies, Common 
Knapweed and Birdsfoot Trefoil, which are great for in¬ 
vertebrates.”

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Dog walkers urged to clear up after 
their pets, even in the countryside 


THOUGHTLESS dog walkers are 
being told to clean up after their ani¬ 
mals as fears for livestock safety es¬ 
calates. 

The Country Land and Business 
Association (CLA) is urging dog 
owners to clean up after their pets 
when they go walking in the country¬ 
side. 

The association has highlighted the 
potential threat to pregnant cows 
from a parasite which can be picked 
up in grass contaminated by dog fae¬ 
ces. 

CLA South West Director, John 


Mortimer, said there was no known 
treatment for the effects of the para¬ 
site, Neospora caninum, which can 
cause cattle to abort. 

He said: “We welcome visitors to 
the countryside, but our request to 
visitors is to remember it is also a 
place of work and anyone who 
brings their dog should pick up and 
remove their pet’s mess. Even if 
there aren’t any animals visibly graz¬ 
ing in a field, there may be in future 
- or the grass might be cut and used 
as feed. 

“Common sense will usually alert 


owners to possible risks from cows 
with calves at foot but equally seri¬ 
ous, silent and unseen risks to live¬ 
stock such as this parasite are largely 
unknown.” 

The parasite lives in both dogs and 
cattle, but only reproduces in dogs - 
although there may be no obvious 
symptoms the dog is infected. 

It can be transmitted to cattle which 
graze on grass contaminated by dog 
faeces. Once inside a cow the para¬ 
site can cause abortion or the birth of 
premature, impaired or infected 
calves.

A POSTMAN from Brid¬ 
port is taking to the saddle 
in order to raise funds to 
beat the disease that once 
threatened his life. 

Five years ago cancer 
might have claimed 
Thomas Pattinson-Smith’s 
life but for a new treatment 
funded in part by charita¬ 
ble donations. 

As a result of stem-cell 
technology the 37-year-old 
has now been passed all 
clear of the disease for 
over a year and is getting 
on his bike to “put a little 
bit back”. 

The man from Royal 
Mail is hoping many more 
will join him for this year’s 
Rotary Dorset Bike Ride 
in aid of Cancer Research 
UK. 

He said: “I’ll be doing 
the 50-mile route of the 
challenge, but you don’t 
have to do that much. 
There are 20 mile and 10 
mile options too. 

“I’ve cycled for years, 
I’ve always been into it. I 
love the environment, the 
camaraderie of it. 

“But this ride is some¬ 
thing a bit special because 
it will be raising money for 
cancer research. The tech¬ 
nology available now to 
treat cancer is amazing, 
and I really benefitted 
from it. This is my way of 


putting a little bit back.” 

The former builder, who 
was forced to switch ca¬ 
reers as a result of his ill¬ 
ness, is unfazed by the 
prospect of 50 miles of 
pedalling. 

He said: “I cycle a lot 
anyway, so it’ll just be like 
a Sunday ride to me.”

Ros Fry will be cycling the 


10 mile route. 

She said: “We are hoping 
to get a really good turn 
out for this.

The message is simple:

One in three of us trust a 
tradesman to do gas work 
based purely on the rec¬ 
ommendation of a friend 
or neighbour without 
checking out their regis¬ 
tration and qualifications 
first.

If your gas 
fitter is not Gas Safe regis¬ 
tered then they are illegal. 
If your gas engineer is 
qualified and registered to 
do gas work in your home 
they will be able to show 
your their Gas Safe ID 
card. 

Not all gas engineers are 
qualified to work on all 
types of gas appliance. 
Make sure you check the 
back of their ID card to 
make sure they are quali¬ 
fied to do the specific 
type of gas work you 
need. If they put in a gas 
fire for example, but 
they're only Gas Safe reg¬ 
istered for pipework and 
boilers, they are illegal.

All Gas Safe registered 
engineers carry a Gas Safe 
Register ID card showing 
the type of work they are 
qualified to do. Before 
you let your gas engineer 
into your home to work 
on your gas appliances 
make sure you check it. 

You can also check your 
gas engineer is Gas Safe 
registered online, by tex¬ 
ting Gas then the engi¬ 
neer licence number to 
85080 or by calling free on 
0800 408 5500. 

Protecting you from un¬ 
safe gas work is a priority 
for Gas Safe. If you think 
someone is working on 
gas illegally, report them 
and they will investigate. 
There are more than 
120,000 engineers on the 
Gas Safe Register. To check 
that they're continuing to 
work safely we inspect the 
work they've carried out. If 
you've had gas work done 
in the last six months, you 
can nominate it for a free 
gas safety inspection.

A BELLY FULL OF LAUGHS! 

A FAST paced run through Tudor history is one way to describe the hysterical 
play, "The Six Wives of Henry VIII", performed in Lyme Regis, Bridport and Dorch¬ 
ester last week.

He makes the disappointing choice on Anne 
of Cleves, the stern German who is quickly ditched in a Euro-pop dance number, 
and later opts for Blind Date number two, northern flirt Catherine Howard. But 
she too doesn't last long and is whisked off to the guillotine having been caught 
cheating. 

After a host of cross-dressing costume changes, varied accents and even a 
threat to call the whole show off, Stuart and Howard finally reach wife number 
six, Catherine Parr. 

Realising they need one another to finish the story, a now obese Henry also 
discovers how much he needs his final wife as he shows a remorseful side on his

Or by the stone hearthside, 
unravelling time, 
think of past fishermen 
in the cottages prime 
in Broad St and Cobb Gate 
and the warm heart of Lyme. 

Nearly 700 poems have been featured here, 
around 200 of which came from our readers. 
It was in 1998 that Elsie and I came to live in 


Lyme and on one of her early trips to the 
Broad Street shops, an old lady asked her 
where she lived. "In Ware Lane", Elsie replied. 
"Ah", said the old lady "That's the funny farm." 
After getting to know more of the residents 
we began to understand her comment - 
which inspired me to compose this verse.

DORCHESTER'S Paul Blake produced a 
personal best to win silver in the T36 
400m at the Paralympic Games in Lon¬ 
don last week, before adding a bronze 
in the T36 800m just 48 hours later in 
the Olympic Stadium ( writes Stuart 
Broom). 

The 22-year-old from Charlton 
Down was beaten in the 400m by 
Russian triple gold medallist Evgenii 
Shvetcov who shattered the world 
record in a time of 53.31. 

This was 0.82 faster than the previ¬ 
ous record, with Blake running a per¬ 
sonal best of 54.22 which itself was 
0.13 better than the old time. 

Roman Pavlyk of the Ukraine, the 
previous world record holder took the 
bronze almost a second slower. 

Blake tracked Shvetcov from the 
start, but along the back straight the 
Russian started to pull away from the 
field. Blake however pegged him back 
and with 70m to go looked like he 
might catch him, but the Russian went 
on to win by four metres. 

Blake who lived in Lyme Regis be¬ 
fore moving to Charlton Down and 
suffers from cerebral palsy when his 
twin brother Alex took all his blood at 


birth, was delighted with second 
place. 

Speaking exclusively to View Sport 
he said: "I did all I could but was 
beaten by the better guy on the day. 

"I had the tactics perfect, and ran the 
race exactly as my coach Rob Elchuck 
instructed me. The plan was to let 
Shvetcov lead me through the first 
200 and just sit behind him, going 
through the 200 mark in the low 26 
seconds, and then kick for home and 
hold it through to the end and not tie 
up. 

"Although I closed on him a bit turn¬ 
ing into the straight he went away 
from me again." 

So good were Blake's tactics that his 
time was 0.98 better than his previous 
best. 

Although he might have expected 
to have at least equalled his silver in 
the 800m which he believes is slightly 
his stronger distance, he was not dis¬ 
appointed with his bronze. 

Fabio Torres raced off from the start 
with Shvetcov, Blake and Artem 
Arefyev, another arch rival tucked in 
behind. At the end of the first lap the 
trio overtook the fading Columbian, 


and when Shvetcov ran wide down 
the back straight, Blake slipped 
through to take the lead to the huge 
roar from the crowd. 

However this galvanised the Russian 
and he swept past a fading Blake 180 
metres out, followed by Areyev to win 
in a new Paralympic record of 2:05:32 
with Blake third in 2:08:24, just outside 
his PB. 

His medal was the 102 won by Para¬ 
lympic GB and equalled their previous 
best haul in Beijing in 2008. 

"The first lap was just a bit too slow. 
I was expecting it to be a quick race, 
but in actual fact it was a very slow 
first lap and I didn't really have the 
momentum on the second circuit to 
go faster. 

"That's why I tried to push on along 
the back straight, but the 400m on 
Tuesday had taken too much out of 
my legs and in the end I just had to 
concentrate on holding on for the 
bronze. 

"The two Russians are much bigger 
than me and they were just too strong 
in the end." 

I attended the Thursday evening ses¬ 
sion to watch Blake run, booking my 


ticket some two months ago before 
the frenzy started which saw almost 
all the 2 Vi million tickets sold, the best 
ever for a Paralympic Games. 

When I logged in I found that the 
normal £45 ticket for this session had 
been reduced for children under 16 
and over 6's, to which I qualify, and 
that it would cost me just £5. 

Amazing; it cost me more at £6, to 
receive the ticket by post! 

The atmosphere in the Olympic Sta¬ 
dium was electric, and something I 
have never experienced before in my 
life. 

I had visited back in March when my 
son ran in a five mile race around the 
Olympic Park finishing in the stadium 
as part of a test programme to check 
the systems, but then it was still not 
finished and only had around 12,000 
spectators. This time there was a 
crowd of 80,000, and the noise deaf¬ 
ening. 

Little had I known that the evening 
would be what was described as the 
greatest night of Paralympic athletics. 

In addition to Blake, GB won three 
gold medals with Hannah Cockcroft 
winning her second gold in the 200m 


wheelchair event in a canter, and then 
later David Weir's brilliant perform¬ 
ance in snatching the 800m wheel¬ 
chair race. 

The evening was completed with 
Johnny Peacock becoming the fastest 
Paralympian on earth in the'Battle of 
the Blades'when he bombed to gold 
in the 100m, leaving the original 'Blade 
Runner'Oscar Petorius in his wake. 

If the stadium had a roof it would 
have been lifted off when Blake struck 
for home 300m from home by passing 
Shvetcov, but that was superseded 
later by the crescendo for Weir and 


Peacock. It was deafening but at the 
same time unbelievable. 

All athletes regardless of their na¬ 
tionality were warmly received, and I 
have to agree with Paul Blake that as 
spectator, not only did I wonder at 
their ability, and although you could 
see that they were disabled with pros¬ 
thetic limbs and wheelchairs, all you 
focused on were determined athletes. 

It was a fabulous night of entertain¬ 
ment, one I will remember forever. 

The title of a Four Seasons song 
sums it up beautifully; Oh what a night!

I WAS spoilt for choice as to 
which game to watch on Satur¬ 
day last, with several of my 
flock having home league fix¬ 
tures. 

I finally opted for the game at 
Weymouth, the club's first out¬ 
ing at Southern Counties level, 
and was not disappointed with 
my choice. 

WEYMOUTH 15 
DORCHESTER 34 

A LARGE crowd, uncharacteris¬ 
tically basked in sunshine for 
this local derby, and conditions 
were ideal for open rugby. 

Although the newly pro¬ 
moted home side conceded a 
penalty in the opening minute 
on their own ten-yard line.The 
place kick went wide however 
as did the visitors' kicker's next 
attempt, taken from the 
twenty two and ten yards left 
of the posts. 

Weymouth did not win too 
much worthwhile possession 
during the first 15 minutes' 
play, and Dorchester were in 
the ascendancy, territorially 
speaking. 

They turned possession and 
pressure into points at this 
juncture when Baker was suc¬ 
cessful with his third place kick 
attempt of the game. 

Weymouth's response was 
immediate however. They got 
into the visitors' territory, ex¬ 
erted pressure and won a 
penalty that out half Sheppard 
duly converted to tie the 
scores by the end of the first 
quarter.

The first few minutes play of 
the second period gave few 
obvious hints of what was to 
come, although the visitors' 
edge at the set scrums was be¬ 
coming more pronounced.
